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Letter from the President 


The illustrious Dr. Nathaniel Bowditch, author of The American Practi- 
cal Navigator, was at sea as supercargo on a voyage to Batavia and Manila 
when the Salem East India Marine Society was founded in 1799, but joined 
it shortly after his return in September 1800. He played an important role 
as Inspector of Journals and became its seventh President (1820-1823). A | 
famous and beloved man of his times, he was presented on July 2, 1823, “with 
thanks for his assiduous and distinguished services, which are exhibited in 
the highly respectable and prosperous condition of the Society and its affairs.” 

He received “the ardent and affectionate wishes of the members of this 
society” that he may “add to his individual and domestic happiness.” Last 
spring, Dr. Bowditch’s great-great-grandson, Augustus B. Loring, retired as 
President of the Peabody Museum of Salem, and he, too, has our ardent and 
affectionate wishes. 

His dedication to the Peabody Museum continues a family tradition of 
service that began with Dr. Bowditch and has been strengthened by many 
other ancestors direct and collateral. Gus’ father, A. P. Loring, Jr., was Presi- 
dent from 1942 to 1951, and his mother, Rosamond Bowditch Loring, was 
the first woman to be a Trustee of the Museum. 

The recent Loring years were marked by a near doubling of the physical 
size of the Museum, a large number of magnificent accessions, greatly ex- 
panded programs, particularly in education, and the development of a superb 
staff. 

Robert Frost wrote: 


“We love the things we love for what they are.” 


Fortunately for the Museum, Gus has this feeling about it and his steady 
leadership during a period of intense activity was one of the key elements 
of its success. 

We are deeply appreciative of his thirty-two years of service and grateful 
that he continues to contribute his considerable talents as a Trustee. He 
has set the course. We hope to carry on his work and to continue to live up 
to his creative example.

Report of the Director 


In 1867 when the East India Marine Society deposited its collections of 
“natural” and “artificial” curiosities with the newly formed Peabody Acad- 
emy of Science, there was in their agreement the following description of 
the inexorable changes occurring in Salem’s maritime activities and a won- 
derful expression of faith in the future: 


... But times and the methods of business changed. The wharves that 
welcomed the richly laden Indiaman became deserted, the homeward 
bound sought larger marts.... The active members of the society who 
could fill its cases and adorn its walls became fewer in number. ... The 
Society might have prolonged its life by changing its rule of member- 
ship, but true to the spirit of their fathers, and the heroism of their call- 
ing, they preferred to go down with the flag nailed to the mast, if they 
could but find a good ship, trusty and true, to take their cargo on board. 
Such a good ship was at hand, and the Peabody Academy of Science 
will keep forever, with tender care, the collections of the East India 
Marine Society. 


Indeed, great care has been bestowed upon the collections. Over the 
years they have grown in significance and scope far beyond what was 
imagined by the Society’s founders in 1799. However, with the expansion of 
the collections and consequent crowding and increased fragility, it has be- 
come more and more difficult to provide adequate care for them; what is 
deemed “adequate” has itself changed over the course of the years. Today, 
trained specialists familiar with the multitude of materials that comprise the 
collections are required to monitor the environment in which they are kept, 
making adjustments when necessary, and to repair and restore them. In 
doing so, these individuals must always be cautious not to exceed the very 
conservative standards established to protect objects from over-zealous, well- 
intended treatments that alter their integrity and compound the problems 
of preservation. 

In light of these changes it became increasingly evident that a full-time 
conservator and a conservation. laboratory were necessary for the Museum. 
After careful consideration by the Long Range Planning Committee and 
the Board of ‘Trustees, it was decided to create a new staff position and to 
develop plans for such a facility. During the course of planning, it also be- 
came evident that functionally related activities of the design department as 
well as those of an exhibit staging area would logically be located in con- 
tiguous space. Architectural considerations, space requirements, and plant 
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efhciency directed a course of action that resulted in the decision to construct 
an additional floor above the Phillips Library. Appeals to foundations, cor- 
porations, individuals and our membership resulted in the successful fund- 
raising campaign launched in late 1982. Construction was begun in No- 
vember 1983 with an expected completion date of March 15, 1984. Although 
success was achieved through the generosity of many, several vital gifts have 
assured the fruition of the project. One of these was a challenge grant from 
The Kresge Foundation for $75,000 if our goal of $300,000 for endowment 
and $300,000 for construction was met by January 15, 1984. 

In addition, Museum Trustee Mrs. Alexander O. Vietor expressed a wish 
early in the campaign to name the conservation facility in memory of her 
late husband, whose collection of ship portraits significantly augmented the 
Museum’s great holdings. Friends and family of the Vietors from across the 
country generously contributed to this effort. 

Augustus Peabody Loring, who served as President of the Trustees for 
eleven years, resigned at the annual meeting in May 1983. In recognition 
and appreciation of his service to the institution during a decade of rapid 
erowth, the Trustees voted to create a conservation endowment in his honor. 
His vision of the Museum and broad understanding of its mission, linked to 
an astute appreciation for its diverse collections, made this a fitting choice. 
Just as revenues from the A. P. Loring Conservation Endowment Fund will 
provide for the long-term care and preservation of the Museum’s collections, 
so too did Gus bestow on the Museum, during a crucial period of financial 
and administrative change, a level of guidance and stewardship that have 
provided a fair-weather course for us to follow. Gifts to the Endowment 
Fund by Trustees and friends, now totalling in excess of $250,000, are in 
recognition of his exemplary leadership and commitment to the Museum. 

In a logical and orderly progression that has been a tradition of the Pea- 
body Museum, Richard Wheatland II took over the helm, replacing Mr. 
Loring as President. His ties to the institution extend back to its formative 
years when an ancestor, Richard Wheatland, a prominent captain in the 
China Trade, was admitted to the East India Marine Society in 1800. His 
erandfather, Richard Wheatland, served as President and Treasurer of 
the Society in the middle decades of the twentieth century. Continuing the 
family tradition, Stephen Wheatland, his father, became President of the 
Peabody Museum in 1951 and served until his retirement in 1971. This 
long family association, the active participation of Richard Wheatland II on 
many boards, and membership on the Trustee Committee of the American 
Association of Museums, all bring to the Peabody Museum a broad spec- 
trum of qualifications and dedicated interest in the museum profession.

Consequent to the decision made at the 1982 annual meeting of the 
Trustees to expand the base of leadership and guidance of the Museum with 
a greater number of knowledgeable and committed individuals, two addi- 
tional Advisory Trustees were invited in May to serve on the Board and pro- 
vide their counsel in all aspects of the Museum’s operations. Joining those 
already serving in this capacity are William E. Teel, president of University 
Prints, who provides a broad professional background in the publishing in- 
dustry and a connoisseurship of African and Oceanic arts, and Peter Black, 
Chairman of the Board of Governors of the Chesapeake Bay Maritime Mu- 
seum, an avid sailor and painter. 

One of the Peabody Museum’s greatest attributes is the tremendous depth 
of its collections, which provide infinite opportunity for the intellectual and 
artistic exploration of many cultural and historic themes. Museums can, 
through their collections, produce exhibits that not only delight and instruct 
but also serve as ambassadors and bards, communicating an institution’s 
image and world view. Travelling exhibits, in particular, are a means for 
reaching a broad and varied audience, thus creating and expanding a public 
awareness of an institution. Travelling exhibits also reflect upon the pro- 
fessional credibility of the Museum and create opportunities for professional 
staff development through the exchange of ideas and techniques. 

Three exhibits originating in the Peabody Museum will be travelling to 
other locations in 1984. Docwatcu aNp Liserty Days: SEAFARING LIFE IN 
THE NINETEENTH CENTuRY will open early in the year at the Mariners’ Mu- 
seum in Newport News, Virginia, under the auspices of the National En- 
dowment for the Humanities. Two other Museum exhibits, Nersuxe and 
Eruiopia: THe Curistian Art oF AN Arrican Nation, also will open 
in the beginning months of 1984 in New York, the former at the Cooper- 
Hewitt Museum and the latter at the Afro-American Institute. The Ethio- 
pian exhibit is sponsored by the Smithsonian Institution’s travelling exhibit 
program and during three years on the road has appeared in many locations 
in the United States, Canada and Mexico.

PickMAN House ca. 1660 


Built for mariner Samuel Pickman, the house is of a rare 17th century construc- 
tion of which only a dozen or so examples are known. Home of Michele Felice 
Corné, Salem’s famous marine painter in the early 19th century, the Pickman 
House was a gift to the Museum from an anonymous donor and Mrs. Paul Lynch. 
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Nature included works of many of America’s leading naturalists and il- 
lustrators of the nineteenth century. Material drawn from the collections of 
the Peabody Academy of Science, now the Peabody Museum, documented 
the natural history focus of this Museum and its officers during the second 
half of the nineteenth century and elucidated their professional ties with the 
broad scientific community, including the Museum of Comparative Zoology, 
from which some material was borrowed. Guest Curator Ann Blum, Special 
Collections Librarian at Harvard’s Museum of Comparative Zoology, and 
Curator of Natural History John Nove selected over 150 illustrations in 
bound volumes and loose prints to demonstrate the interrelationship of tech- 
nique, artistry and scientific communication. The exhibit was made possible 
by grants from the Harold Whitworth Pierce Charitable Trust, the Boston 
Globe Foundation, McDougall Associates, Inc., and The Anthoensen Press. 


SOCIETY OF THE CINcINNATI, 1783-1983: A BicENTENNIAL Exuisit, May 
28, 1983 


A salute from the oldest museum in the country to the oldest patriotic so- 
ciety in the country, the exhibit contained many rare examples of Chinese 
export porcelain decorated with the emblem of the Order of the Cincinnati 
and other memorabilia belonging to its members. Assembled by Honorary 
Curator of Chinese Export Porcelain, John Q. Feller, with the assistance of 
Museum Registrar Lucy Butler, the exhibit was held in conjunction with 
festivities of the Massachusetts Society. We are grateful for the guidance of 
William Caleb Loring and the assistance of the Massachusetts Society of 
the Cincinnati for making the exhibit possible. Dr. Feller also provided an 
informative catalogue with details outlining the history of the original fra- 
ternity of commissioned officers who had served in the Continental Army 
or Navy during the Revolution. We are grateful also to the many lenders to 
the exhibit who generously shared their collections with us, in particular a 
large punchbowl loaned by Lucille S. Pfeffer, decorated en grisaille with 
an exact reproduction of the original certificate of membership of Ebenezer 
Stevens signed by George Washington and Henry Knox, dated September 
10, 1785. Appropriate also for the exhibit, so rich in Chinese export porce- 
lain and held on the eve of the Bicentennial Anniversary of the opening of 
the American China Trade, was a portrait, loaned by Francis Shaw, depict- 
ing Samuel Shaw, supercargo of the Empress of China in 1784-85 during its 
first visit to Canton. 


Fotpinc SCREENS AND PAINTINGS ON SILK BY SARA WEEKS PEABODY, 
June 9, 1983 


Landscapes, seascapes, and floral compositions on silk and as folding 
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screens formed an exhibition in the Museum’s Mifflin Gallery that perfectly 
harmonized with the nearby Oriental Garden. Mrs. Peabody’s works evoke 
inspirational sources from Japan and New England that successfully unite 
in her distinctive and compelling style. Her utilization of gold and silver leaf 
and Japanese screen-making techniques contribute to the Oriental air infus- 
ing her works. However, it is from the gardens surrounding her studio in 
Brookline, Massachusetts, and from the luminous coast of Maine, where 
the Peabodys have a summer home, that she has drawn her imagery. 


KANBAN: SHOP SIGNS OF JAPAN, July 7, 1983 
Assembled by the Japan House Gallery in New York and the American 


Federation of Arts, in association with the Peabody Museum of Salem, 
Kansan received the distinction of being selected by Robert Taylor of the 
Boston Globe as one of the ten best exhibitions held in New England during 
1983. Japanese shop signs were borrowed from collections in this country 
and in Japan by Lea Sneider and Dana Levy of the Japan House Gallery. 
The Peabody Museum is fortunate to have the largest collection of Japanese 
trade signs in the world, thanks to the efforts of Edward S. Morse and the 
pre-war Yamanaka & Company. Shop signs combine the functional need of 
conveying information with art and symbolism. It is the Japanese mastery of 
style and technique that lifts shop signs from the level of the purely utili- 
tarian to one of artistry where calligraphy, carpentry, painting, lacquering 
and metalwork are joined in the hands of the craftsman-artist. 

The Museum’s Design and Graphics department has earned many dis- 
tinctions in recent years by providing their creative talents in service to the 
curatorial departments. Their efforts were recognized by Robert ‘Taylor in 
his review of the exhibition when he described “the brilliant installation by 
Fred Johnson and Kathleen Smith.” Funding for this exhibition was pro- 
vided in part by a grant from the Digital Equipment Corporation through 
the New England Foundation for the Arts. 


Massacuusetrs WATERFOWL STAMP CompetiTion, September 8, 1983 


For the fourth consecutive year, the Museum hosted the exhibition and 
judging of works submitted for the design of next year’s revenue stamp re- 
quired of all hunters by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts Division of 
Fisheries and Wildlife. All entries are required to depict a waterfowl decoy, 
and this year’s winner was Joseph Cibula, who submitted a painting of a 
decoy of a white-winged scoter carved by Captain Samuel Fabens of Marble- 
head in the nineteenth century. It marks the third time in the contest’s 
twelve-year history that an Essex County decoy carver has been so honored. 
Proceeds from the sale of current stamps by the State Division of Fisheries 
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and Wildlife are allocated to conservation of wetlands. The Museum, in 
support of these efforts, encourages the collecting of past years’ stamps and 
has produced, with the assistance of Mr. Charles G. Rice, a collectors’ book 
outlining details of each year’s stamp and the history of the Massachusetts 
Waterfowl Stamp program. The book, as well as past years’ stamps, are for 
sale at the Museum Shop. 


STEAM AND THE SEA, October 26, 1983 


Organized by Curator of Maritime History Paul Johnston and Assistant 
Curator Paul Winfisky, StzEAM AND THE SEA presents the history of the 
steamship, the largest moving object ever created by the hand of man. 

With material from the Museum’s extensive and world-famous collec- 
tions of steamship art, artifacts and memorabilia, the exhibit documents 
engine-powered ships from the late eighteenth century to the present, in- 
cluding their inventors, builders, owners, crews and passengers. A handsome 
and informative catalogue by Dr. Johnston was published for the opening 
of the exhibit and is available at the Museum Shop. 

A great number of the major works included in the exhibition and cata- 
logue were collected by the Museum’s Trustee and Honorary Curator of 
Maritime History, Francis Lee Higginson, a former Cunard Line official. 
We are very grateful for his support and encouragement. The Peabody 
Museum has what may be the greatest steamship collection found anywhere 
and a large number of individuals have contributed the material comprising 
its wealth. The Francis B. C. Bradlee Collection of prints, posters, and other 
material is notable among these and we are grateful to Sargent Bradlee, 
nephew of the collector, for assistance with its conservation and preparation 
for exhibition. This exhibition was organized with the aid of a grant from 
the National Endowment for the Humanities. 


Four Seasons oF New EnNcLAND WILDFLOWERS, December 8, 1983 


Anna Vojtech’s skills and interests in botanical illustration were nurtured 
under the guidance of her grandfather, a botanist in Prague, Czechoslovakia. 
A graduate of the University of Fine Arts at Prague, her works are much 
appreciated and have been exhibited widely, appearing in such magazines as 
Horticulture and Audubon. 

The large selection exhibited in the Mifflin Gallery will be changed so 
that the seasonal transformation of particular flowers can be followed during 
the spring and summer of 1984. 
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ACCESSIONS 


There are many intervening steps separating a collection of curiosities and 
a museum of stature and international reputation. Collections must con- 
tinually be refined and improved in the light of modern scholarship and 
research, but one aspect has always remained the same. We continue to 
rely on the generosity and good will of individuals who, through their gifts, 
enrich our galleries and strengthen our collections. This year, as in years 
past, many superlative accessions have come to the Museum through such 
gifts, and once again we must excuse our inability to acknowledge individu- 
ally every significant piece. 

Of major importance to the Museum was the gift of the Pickman House, 
that could be considered as both a major addition to the collection and a 
significant expansion of the Museum’s facilities. Located at the rear of the 
Museum across Charter Street, next to the Old Burial Ground of 1637, the 
Pickman House (see illustration) was a gift from an anonymous donor and 
Mrs. Paul Lynch. As an addition to the plant it has provided badly needed 
space for our development and public relations department, somewhat reliev- 
ing our critical need for administrative offices. Built around 1660 for master 
mariner Samuel Pickman, the house is of a rare seventeenth century con- 
struction of which only a dozen or so examples are known. Shortly after the 
arrival from Naples of the famous marine painter, Michele Felice Corné 
(1752-1845) in Salem aboard the Mount Vernon in 1799, the Pickman 
House became Corné’s home. Noted diarist Reverend William Bentley of 
Salem’s East Parish related how “Mr. Corné continues to enjoy his reputa- 
tion as a painter of ships. In every house we see the ships of our harbor 
delineated for those who navigate them. Painting, before unknown, is now 
common among our children.” ‘The Peabody Museum, repository of the 
world’s largest collection of the works of Corné, is appropriately now the 
custodian of the historic and architecturally significant structure that he 
claimed as his residence. 

The Museum’s collection of paintings was enhanced by gifts of two 
Robert Salmon paintings in 1983. One is a superb view of Bristol Harbor 
painted in 1828 shortly before Salmon’s departure for the United States. 
Depicting launching ceremonies and other harbor activities, the painting 
was included in a gift of five major works from Francis Lee Higginson. Re- 
markably, Mr. Higginson’s gift also contained two Samuel Walters paint- 
ings, one of the SS Pacific, shown rescuing the crew of the bark Jesse Stevens 
in 1852, and the other of the Collins liner Atlantic from whose paddle box 
the famous Swedish nightingale Jenny Lind can be seen waving to her fans 
circulating aboard numerous steam- and sailboats in the harbor. Painted in

This and many other important paintings, as well as additional 
steamship memorabilia, can be viewed in the very popular exhibit Srzam 
AND THE SEA which opened at the Annual Meeting of our membership on 
October 26th. 

The second Robert Salmon painting, received as a gift from the heirs of 
Albert D. Bosson and the Boston Five Cent Savings Bank, is an oil on wood 
done in 1832 of the Chelsea waterfront and is an important addition to our 
New England maritime collection. Painted less than five years after Sal- 
mon’s arrival in the United States, it depicts the Chelsea shore from Boston 
Harbor as it existed prior to the development of the Medford Street district 
(see illustration). The Taft ‘Tavern on the right was extensively patronized 
at this time, as it was conveniently located at the old Ferry Ways. Shortly 
afterward, the Winnesimet Company operated steam ferry boats from here 
to Boston. 

Among the prints and paintings bequeathed by former marine depart- 
ment volunteer and Honorary Curator Osgood Williams were two prints 
particularly relevant to Salem, one of Derby Wharf and the other of the 
Customs House. Painted by artist Phillip Little in 1923 and 1917 respec- 
tively, they are significant additions to the small but growing collection of 
Little’s works here at the Museum. Little (1857-1942) maintained a studio 
on Derby Wharf and was the mentor and friend of Philip Kappel (1901- 
1981), famous for his drypoint etchings and pen and ink drawings. ‘The 
Museum is grateful to Mrs. Samuel K. Lothrop for her gift of eleven paint- 
ings including two by George Ropes (1788-1819) who, for a portion of his 
career, was an apprentice to Michele Felice Corneé. One of the paintings in 
this gift, dated 1810, depicts the brig New Hazard of Salem, and is par- 
ticularly appropriate to the Museum. It was aboard this vessel that Stephen 
Reynolds of West Boxford first crewed as a foremast hand in 1810-1813, 
while engaged in the sea otter trade in the Northwest Coast. Reynolds’ diary 
of this voyage was published by the Museum in 1938,* and his later accounts 
of his life in Hawaii while serving a portion of the time as Harbormaster, 
are due to be published in 1984. Mrs. Lothrop also included in her gift an 
elegant aquamarine and gold jewelry set belonging to Elizabeth Crownin- 
shield, who married Elias Hasket Derby in 1761. 

Russell W. Knight continued his efforts to strengthen the Museum’s 
fishing collections in anticipation of a major exhibition to be held in June,

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1984. His gift of a series of preliminary sketches by contemporary marine 
artist Tom Hoyne and an oil painting Lost in the Fog, by James G. Tyler, 
were welcome additions. 

Twenty ship models were added to the Museum’s important holdings, 
including gifts in memory of William Pratt, by Richard W. Pratt. R. Michael 
Wall presented a model of the Gloucester fishing schooner Emily Cooney, 
constructed by William Hitchcock in 1978. Detailed interior arrangements 
and a ship’s lantern that can be lit provide unusual detailing of this model 
of a 1902 Essex-built schooner. | 

The Museum’s whaling collection was magnificently augmented by a 
gift of a mid-nineteenth century wood, ivory and baleen watch stand (see 
illustration) through the generosity of George Lewis, Francis B. Lothrop, 
McGraw-Hill Foundation, Stephen Wheatland, Walter Patten, Jr., and an 
anonymous donor. Francis B. Lothrop also made several other gifts to the 
whaling collection, including a sheet music lithograph La Baleine Royale 
and two prints of whaling scenes. Gifts of seventy-two ship plans included 
those of the Queen Mary from Mrs. R. G. M. Hunt and the clipper ship 
Young American from Frank Watson, Jr. ‘Theodore Frothingham gener- 
ously contributed several articles to our historic collection relating to the 
USS Constitution including a bronze medal commemorating the victory of 
the Constitution over the Java, under the command of Commodore William 
Bainbridge, December 29, 1812. Significant in their own right as works by 
John F. Leavitt, seventeen etched Christmas cards of vessels by the artist, 
given by Mrs. Leavitt, are an appropriate reminder of the artist’s ties with 
this institution and our dedication to maritime history and the lore of the sea. 

A rare addition to both the maritime and Japanese collection was an 
anonymous gift of a painting on silk by Kawahara Keiga dated 1840. It de- 
picts a Dutch ship at anchor off Deshima, the man-made island in Nagasaki 
Harbor to which all foreign trade with Japan was restricted from 1639 until 
the opening of treaty ports by Commander Matthew G. Perry in 1854. 

Important documents to the China Trade were received from the estate 
of Elma Loines, long-time friend of the Museum and author of The China 
Trade Post Bag published in 1953. Her bequest included two works by 
George Chinnery, one of Mrs. William H. Low, Sr., wife of the head of the 
famous trade firm of Russell & Co. in Canton, 1829-1833, and the other of a 
Chinese river scene. Mr. Robert S. Sturgis, Jr. also contributed a major addi- 
tion to our China Trade collection with a gift of an oil portrait of a Chinese 
merchant by Lam Qua. 

Over 180 individual items related to the China trade were received in 
1983. A gift of twelve examples of porcelain (see detail of teapot) by the 


Lye 


Museum’s Consultant in the Oriental Trades, Carl Crossman, was made in 
memory of Priscilla Papin. An additional gift by Carl reflected his interest 
in the exchange and adoption of patterns occurring on porcelain by the 
Chinese and the West. Included in examples given by him this year were 
eight English pieces, 1770-1900, decorated with the Fitzhugh, Canton and 
Nanking patterns. 

A remarkable collection of export material was also received from Mrs. 
Bushrod ‘Taylor. It is unusual because it includes the original bill of lading 
dated 8 July 1870, listing the porcelain in a Rose Medallion pattern and 
bearing the initials of Bushrod Bennett Taylor, commander in the U.S. 
Navy. Also in Mrs. Taylor's gift is a Chinese carved stern ornament (see 
illustration) with patriotic symbols of the American eagle and shield and 
bearing on the back the inscription: “Carved at Tientsin, China, 1870, for 
Capt’s dinghy while in command of Asherlot, 1869-1871.” Additional gifts 
of porcelain came from Mr. Crocker Wight, who gave a cup and saucer 
made for DeWitt and Mary Clinton of New York, ca. 1803. Mr. Francis 
Peabody gave a large collection of porcelain, including examples bearing 
the initials of John Derby of Salem. 

From material formerly on deposit in the Museum, Mrs. Alexander O. 
Vietor gave a large collection of charts and prints particularly suitable for 
the Museum. The group included a rare 1646 nautical chart of New Eng- 
land and a gouache of an unidentified American ship by Corné. Also given 
was an interesting 1784 watercolor by Ashley Bowen of Marblehead, show- 
ing the H.M.S. Pembroke in various points of sail around a symbolic 


compass rose.

EDUCATION DEPARTMENT 


The primary mission of a museum has always been to preserve and to pre- 
sent or interpret its collections to its audience. In the eighteenth century, 
museums were principally royal collections, organized for the delectation of 
the aristocracy. During the nineteenth century, more egalitarian principles 
of admission and participation evolved, particularly in America, where 
democratic philosophies were paramount. Museums such as those of Charles 
Willson Peale in Philadelphia (1786) opened their doors to a diverse and 
interested public. Here at the Peabody Museum, one of America’s oldest, 
for over a century there hung beside our door a sign bearing the inscription, 
“Free to all.” Today with an awareness of the need to know better our world, 
our neighbors and ourselves, museums have expanded their efforts to provide 
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quality interpretation without sacrificing the parallel need to preserve their 
collections for future generations. The lion’s share of responsibility for in- 
terpretation at the Peabody Museum lies with the Education Department 
and the Museum’s volunteer docents. 

During 1983 twenty-two graduates from the docent training program 
joined over thirty senior docents already active in our education program. 
Over the course of the year, close to 10,000 people were guided through the 
galleries by the docents, who shared their knowledge of the collections with 
the visitors, gave attention to individual interests and questions and imparted 
their enthusiasm for the Museum. In addition, 10,000 students participated 
in special classes on selected topics. A structured program involving some 
3,000 of these students from area schools was made possible by grants from 
the Cultural Resources program of the Massachusetts Council on the Arts 
and Humanities. In cooperation with the Essex Institute, the “North Shore 
Maritime Heritage” project brought students from Marblehead, Salem, 
Swampscott and Lynn to both institutions, while a “New England Voya- 
gers’ project allowed fifth graders from Reading to explore the Museum and 
our unsurpassed American maritime collections. 

Adult programming is also an important part of Museum activities and 
over 1,000 members and others participated in classes and trips, including 
the ever-popular “Living Landscapes,” led by Director Emerita Sarah Fraser 
Robbins. Special workshops for teachers wishing to increase their familiarity 
with the Museum’s resources were also part of the Department’s 1983 pro- 
gram. Of particular note was a group of teachers from Japan who shared 
their experiences with our education staff and local teachers and studied the 
Department’s utilization of the Edward S. Morse Japanese collection. 

Gail Hercher, Director of Education and Program Coordinator, continued 
to chair the Programs Committee which has the responsibility for selection 
and implementation of our expanding Museum activities. In support of the 
Department and to assist Gail with her responsibilities a new Visiting Com- 
mittee was established in the spring of 1983 to help in long-range planning, 
champion departmental goals and develop ties that will link the Depart- 
ment more closely to the community in innovative ways.

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MUSEUM STAFF 


Progress in this year as in years past, has been the result of the efforts of a 
dedicated Board of ‘Trustees, generous counsel and financial support from 
members, friends and volunteers and the unfailing dedication of a talented, 
energetic and hard-working staff. As a result of the staff’s efforts, the Mu- 
seum has made great strides in its goal to provide quality service and an en- 
riching experience for all. 

In January, Gregor Trinkaus-Randall assumed the position of Librarian, 
vacated by the early retirement of Barbara Edkins in October 1982. During 
this, his first year, he and the library volunteers assisted 610 researchers from 
around the world, including visitors from Sydney, Australia, Papua New 
Guinea, Dunedin, New Zealand, St. Adresse, France, and St. John’s, New- 
foundland. Four hundred and eighty-four books and manuscripts were ac- 
cessioned, 180 volumes of periodicals were bound, and major reorganization 
of periodicals and manuscripts was implemented. In addition, the Phillips 
Library co-hosted, with ‘The Essex Institute, the 1983 New England Archi- 
vists meeting held here in Salem. 

Secretary /Curatorial Assistant in the ethnology department was a new 
position filled in January by Margaret Warner and in February, Kathleen 
Smith was appointed Assistant in the Design Department. Sandy Mac- 
Intyre, bookkeeper and aid to the Assistant Treasurer, moved to Florida and 
her position was filled by Carolyn Wiedemann in April. 

William L. Phippen, who until April was supported by a National Science 
Foundation grant, assumed the position of Museum Conservator, and will 
establish his office in the new Conservation facility above the Phillips Li- 
brary, due to be completed in March. He has continued to expand his par- 
ticipation in the Museum by preparing artifacts for exhibits and loans and 
assisting curatorial departments with conservation projects, inventory and 
collections management. He has successfully completed the three-year 
project of inventorying our Pacific collections funded by the National 
Science Foundation. This work included the reorganization of catalogue 
data and renovation of two storage areas, as well as development of a com- 
plete serial listing with accompanying photographs of the Pacific collection. 
In addition, some of the most important Pacific objects brought back by 
members of the East India Marine Society in the nineteenth century were 
extensively restored. Will also served as a faculty member for a New England 
Museums Association Collection Maintenance workshop held at the Mu- 
seum in April. 

In May, the Archaeology Department was organized and became fully 
functional at 10 Liberty Street in quarters shared with the Cruising In-

formation Center. Careful restoration of the ca. 1830 building was carried 
out, making it serviceable as an archaeological and publications facility. 
Curator of Archaeology Frederick Hadleigh West supervised the restoration 
with the assistance of Frederick MacDougall Johnson of the Design and 
Graphics Department. Diane Morsa, Administrative Assistant, and Ralph 
Hansen, Scientific Photographer and Illustrator, assisted Dr. West and 
Constance West in the production of the Quarterly Review of Archaeology. 

Diana Stockton of the Education Department resigned in June and Ellie 
Pope, author of The Wilds of Cape Ann, and Doris Mahaney, a former 
history teacher, joined the Education staff, each on a part-time basis. In 
August, Ellen Todd, secretary in the development office, resigned just prior 
to her marriage and her position as a secretary and aid to the Director of 
Development, Larry McFaddin, was filled by Donna Copeland. 

Curator of Natural History John Nove resigned in October to take up a 
position at the Harvard School of Public Health. Former Curator Sally In- 
galls has been performing curatorial duties until a new curator will be 
appointed in July of 1984. 

In December, Dr. Susan Bean, former Associate Professor in Anthropol- 
ogy at Yale University and Mellon Fellow at the Costume Institute of ‘The 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, joined the staff as Curator of Ethnology. 
Among her many responsibilities will be to act as Curator and Project Di- 
rector of a major inventory and reorganization of our Oriental collection and 
the production of an exhibition of our Chinese Trade material to be held in 
1986 commemorating the visit of the Grand Turk to Canton, Salem’s first 
vessel engaged in the China Trade. 

After serving as Managing Editor and Editor-in-Chief of The American 
Neptune for five years, former curator John Swain Carter resigned in De- 
cember. John and the new Editor Archibald R. Lewis have been working 
closely together to assure a smooth transition and have jointly developed 
plans for a number of changes in the Neptune which will make it more 
attractive to the general maritime-minded public. In addition to articles 
which emphasize New England naval and maritime history, contributions 
will include articles relating to ship models, marine art, the fishing industry, 
the history of yachting and maritime archaeology. Dr. Lewis has written 
extensively on the subject of maritime history and has taught American 
maritime history for some twenty years at the summer sessions of the Munson 
Institute at Mystic Seaport. 

On November 2 Priscilla Waldo Papin, who began work here in 1950 
as Ernest Dodge’s secretary, becoming Assistant Treasurer in the mid-fifties 
and Assistant Secretary to the Board of ‘Trustees in the mid-seventies, suc- 
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cumbed to a debilitating struggle with cancer which separated her all too 
abruptly from her many friends and colleagues.

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CONTRIBUTIONS, GIFTS AND GRANTS 


Reflecting the confidence of its Trustees and members and the continuing 
recognition of the excellence of its collections and programs, the Peabody 
Museum reached a new peak of support last year. For the fiscal year ended 
September 30, 1983, total gifts to the Museum from all sources were 
$937,400, an increase in excess of $100,000 over the previous year. 

In November 1982, a major fundraising campaign with a goal of $600,000 
was launched to cover the costs of construction of a new conservation labora- 
tory, design and graphics studio, and an exhibits staging area, and to provide 
a permanent endowment for the laboratory. Sparked by the challenge grant 
from The Kresge Foundation of Michigan, nearly a half-million dollars 
had been received in gifts and pledges by year-end 1983, including contribu- 
tions to the Augustus Peabody Loring Conservation Endowment and the 
Alexander O. Vietor Memorial Fund. The fundraising campaign was suc- 
cessfully completed in early 1984 with gifts and pledges totalling $659,000. 

During the year, capital improvements of $115,900 were made to build- 
ings and grounds through contributions specifically for these purposes. Mem- 
bership contributions in all categories reached a new high of $156,100, and 
members also provided an additional $44,600 through annual giving and 
general contributions, which together totalled slightly in excess of $200,000 
or roughly 20 percent of the Museum’s operating revenues of $1,006,000 for 
1983. 
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The Museum is deeply grateful to the hundreds of individuals, private 
foundations and charitable trusts, and corporations which supported both 
general operations as well as numerous specific projects and programs. Re- 
grettably, it is not possible to list all of the Museum’s benefactors and friends. 
However, special thanks are extended to the following whose interest and 
generosity have been instrumental in reaching a new level of service: mem- 
bers of the East India Marine Associates, George I. Alden Trust, Cabot Fam- 
ily Charitable Trust, Alice Willard Dorr Foundation, Marine Society at Sa- 
lem in New England, Massachusetts Society of the Cincinnati, George H. 
and Jane A. Miffin Memorial Fund, Harold Whitworth Pierce Charitable 
Trust, Plumsock Fund, Abbot and Dorothy H. Stevens Foundation, The 
Stoddard Charitable Trust, Edward A. Taft Trust, Edwin S. Webster 
Foundation, and the Clara B. Winthrop Trust. Grateful acknowledgment 
is also made to friends and members who made gifts to the Sarah Fraser 
Robbins Fund, Mary Kemble Robinson Wheatland Fund, Katharine A. 
Batchelder Fund, and Mary Weld Pingree Fund and to the many in- 
dividuals who contributed to the Museum’s purchasing fund for additions 
to the collections. 

During 1983, the Museum received for the fourth consecutive year an 
award from the Institute of Museum Services of the U.S. Department of 
Education in recognition of the general excellence and cultural impact of 
its programs. Grants were also received for special projects and exhibits from 
the Massachusetts Council on the Arts and Humanities, the National En- 
dowment for the Arts, the National Endowment for the Humanities, and 
the National Science Foundation. 
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MEMBERSHIP AND ADMISSIONS 


Attendance figures for 1983 continued to show a positive trend, which 
began during the last half of 1982, with a total of 87,151 persons visiting the 
Museum, an increase of 4.8 percent over the previous year. 

Promotional and marketing efforts by both the Museum’s Public Rela- 
tions Department and the Salem Museums’ Collaborative have focused on 
increasing the public’s awareness of the Museum and its exhibits and pro- 
grams, as well as the overall cultural and historic environment to be found in 
Salem. It is anticipated that the new National Park Service directional 
signage system leading from Route 128 to Salem and new visitor information 
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centers at Old Town Hall and the Salem Maritime National Historic Site, 
all Collaborative-supported efforts, will reinforce continued growth in Mu- 
seum attendance. | 

Reviews of special exhibits and collections by prominent writers and 
critics, as well as a number of feature articles on the Museum in local and 
regional publications, have introduced the Museum and its current programs 
to a broader audience. 

Museum memberships have increased to almost 2,800, representing over 
5,000 individuals, due to a number of efforts, including those of a dedicated 
group of membership volunteers under the direction of Claire Clarke. 

A membership questionnaire, funded by the Massachusetts Council on 
the Arts and Humanities and sent to members in February 1984, will pro- 
vide many insights into why individuals join the Peabody Museum, as well 
as their perceptions and expectations as members. This information will be 
invaluable in developing new programs and expanding this most basic source 
of support and participation.

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TREASURER’S REPORT 


It is my pleasure to present a Treasurer’s Report of general operations of 
the Peabody Museum of Salem condensed from audited financial state- 
ments for the fiscal year ended September 30, 1983. 

Total operating revenues of $1,005,890 increased $137,266 or 16 percent 
over the previous year. During the same period, expenditures for operations 
rose $142,129 resulting in a nominal excess of revenues over expenses. 

The market value of the museum’s invested funds was $5,335,119 at year 


end compared to $4,467,371 in 1982.

Nearly a century and a half ago, the first bequests helping to ensure a 
rich and long life for the Peabody Museum were written. 


NATHANIEL BOWDITCH, born at Salem March 26, 1773, died at Bos- 
ton March 16, 1838. Ship Captain, Merchant, Mathematician, and Insur- 
ance Executive. 

Excerpt from will: 


“Item Whereas the Salem East India Marine Society of which I was formerly 
President, and in which I have always felt a deep interest is an institution 
highly creditable to the Commonwealth, possessing a Museum of a very rare 
and peculiar character, collected from distant countries and affording a proof 
alike of the enterprize and taste and liberality of such of the citizens of Salem 
as have followed the seafaring life, I do now give to that institution the sum 
of one thousand dollars the income thereof to be forever applied to the pro- 
moting of the objects for which it was established. . . .” 


For many decades, income from these and other bequests and endow- 
ment funds were adequate to support the major share of the operating costs 
of the Museum. Today, they provide less than one-third of these necessary 
day to day expenses.
